AREC EMERGENCY MOBILIZATION PLAN 


Introduction 


The primary purpose of Amateur Radio in a disaster declared situation is not to 


broadcast news of the event but to supply Government and local agencies, and the 


public at large, with communications from directed sites which are pre-selected. 
These sites will preferably be selected by a Government agency such es Civil 
Defense (CD). We are helpers only and all other communications on the air are 
most undesirable and irresponsible on the part of the amateur radio operator. 


Ths plan presented here hopefully will provide a basic procedure for the Emergency 
Coordinators in the Santa Barbara Section. 


THE SECTION 


The Sante Barbara Section of the ARRL field organization comprises the three 


northerly most counties in the Southern California areas They include San Luis 
Obispo, Santa Barbara, and Ventura counties, All three counties have borders on 
the Pacific Ocean to the west. This makes them susceptible to several natural dis- 
asterse On the south we are bordered by the Los Angeles Section, We will interface 
with the Los Angeles area in emergency planninge On the north we ere bordered by 
Monterey County of the Northern California area. 


To best administer the Sarta Barbara Section Emergency Cormunications, the section 
has been divided into six (6) districts on the basis of geographical areas and 
coverage on the two meter band, These areas are: Santa Barbara North County; 

Santa Barbara South County; San Luis Obispo Coastal; San Luis Obispo Inland; Ventura 
Coastal; and Ventura Inland. . ts 


Boch district is administered by an Emergency Coordinator. Each EC has his own 
emergency plan for his area that is coordirated with, and approved by, the Section: 
Emergency Coordinator to assure that an interface between all districts is complete. 


THE BASIC PLANS 


{wo basic plans have been developed and tested over the past years in the San Diego 
Section. Their plans have been proved to work and we use their plans as a basis for 
our orgenization, also the Public Service Communications booklet, published by the 
ARRL is used. 


First, a plan is given to every AREC member by the EC whereby, in the event of a 
disaster, he does not have to rely on the telephone. (The Telephone Company advises 
that their lines are geared for -10% usage and at 15%, the lines are hopelessly jammed. 
Telephone service may also be one of the first utilities rendered useless in the dis- 
aster struck area). The AREC member then knows where, in advance, his closest 
assembly point is located. At the assembly point, with or without equipment, he is 
assigned to other amateurs with equipment for team operations. ; 


An emergency frequency is also provided by the local EC so the station knows exactly 
what frequency to get on as soon as possible and can receive further instructions ir 
case of doubt. If unable to get on the frequency, he proceeds, as soon as possible, 
to the pre~-assigned operating point to be of help there. 
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Secondly, a most important plan, in addition to the Assembly Point Plan, is the. 
Neighborhood Emergency Communications System (NECS) plan. For the most population 
area this plan is most effective. es 


‘An emergency elmost always results in evacuation of the population to some othe 
safer area, These evacuation centers are usually schools-elementary, junior an 
senior high schools, The NECS plan puts an amateur team at the evacuation center 
as directed by Civil Defense authorities for the purpose of nelping to link the 
center to the CD operations headquarters. , 


~ 
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This same NECS plan can be used effectively for lesser disruptions or disasterous 
situations, such as telephone outage. By placing an AREC team at an elementary 
school in the affected area we have provided the public access to areas outside the 
outage area. Through radio and TV spot announcements, residents are notified that 
an amateur radio operator is at their nearest elementary school to provide emergency 
communications for them to the police, fire dept., hospital, etc. while their phones 
are out. 


These two plans, “Assembly Point Plan" and the "NECS" Plan, are designed to put 
amateurs in action with a minimum of the usual confusion on the air. These two 
-plans work together. Pre-assigned amateurs at the assembly points take it from 
there, and each point maintains contact with the pre-assigned Net Control Staticne 


The preparedness programs must be geared to the point where we can operate contin- 
uously in 8 hour shifts around the clock by teams. The teams, therefore, must be 
2, 3; or 4 man teams, as directed by the needs of. the CD. Portable capabilities 
must be stressed rather than mobile operations, Mobile operation is limited in its 
length of operation and-is not ideal at an emergency site for an 8 hour operation. 


IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PLAN 


An Emergency Coordinator for each district will be appointed by the Section 
Communications Manager at the recommendation of the Section Emergency Coordinator. 
Assistant EC's will be picked by the EC and approved by the SEC. 


Each EC will implement a plan, coordinating with the SEC, to follow the basic 
policies of the overall section pian. ‘When the EC of each district provides the 
SEC with their individual plans, an overall section plan will be prepared stating 
frequencies, assembly points, net control stations, etc. 


Each EC will develop a plan for his area of jurisdiction. The plan will be based 
on operation as service to agencies who would be involved in an emergency. In the 
case where the local agencies do not cooperate, the EC will develop plans that are 
operational anyway and in an emergency the local agencies will be happy to use the 
communicetions available. 


Possibilities for station locations include Red Cross, Salvation Army, Telephone 
Company, Police agencies, Electric Companies, Etc. In keeping with the NECS plan 
various schools, selected by the CD as evacuation centers should be designated as 
assembly pointse 


Outside the section liaison will be maintained by nets coordinated by the SEC's for 
the neighboring sections. The national Traffic System will provide long haul 
traffic relay for outgoing traffic. 
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Figure le. 


The communications in the section will-be carried out aa 


shown in figure 1. The frequencies on the ARCC level will 
be assigned by the EC. -Each district has an ARCC, 


The plan should include use of all licensed operators. 
Novices can be used in the plan as second operators. They 
can copy incoming traffic, keep logs, maintain generators, 
run messages and keep schedules on blackboards at ARCC. 
This also gives the novices experience in the operation. of 
an emergency net and what ARCC actually does, 

Limited members are also to be fully aware of the emergency 
plans. Even if they have ne equipment to operate, in an 
emergency situation they are teamed into a 2, 3, or 4 man 
team at an NECS. The team arrangement also gives valuable 
experience tc the uninitiated operator so he is better pre- 
pared to help in the next emergencye 


Experience by other sections points out several areas that 
need to receive special considerations. 


le At minimum, quarterly drills should be held within the 
district, SET, FD and other national tests may count. 


2e The frequencies used throughout the system need proper 
management. The ARCC main frequency should be used as a 
control frequency, not a traffic frequency. An additional 
frequency should be provided (at the AKCC or close by) to 
control the flow of written traffice 
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3. The bands other than 75 and-2 meters should be considered for use where 
possible to allow for band conditions. The ARCC should maintain a 40 meter 
frequency at all times. ’ 


4. VFO operation on 2 meters is desirable. Also use of the less crowded 
advanced portion of the bands should be considered for use if possible. 


5e Two meter nets must be organized along “Emergency usefulness" lines rather 
than a method where location of operations are based where every net member 
ean copy every other station. It is noted that a two meter station need only 
copy the NCS. If possible, they should be able to copy each other but 
“emergency usefulness" should not be sacrificed. 


6. EC's or their assistant should arrange press releases on a regular basis 
when emergency drills are planned, 


7. The use of headphones in the fieid is a must when two or more rigs are in 
use or where public agencies are served. Dual plug in arrangements should be 
made so the second operator can monitor the frequency. 


8, Emergency antennas should be constructed and ready to string up at the NECS 
in &@ minimum amount of time. Emergency generators should be obtained and be 
ready at strategic points. 


9. There must be more off-the-air participation. in order for emergency plans 
to be successful and for traffic to be handled efficiently and accurately, more 
participation is required than just the operator with mike-in-hand. 


10. E.C.'s should constantly be on the lookout for agencies to contact regarding 
our services, They must be aware that we exist and ere organized and ready to help. 


lie Weekly drills on district level on the local AREC nets as prearranged by the E.C. 
is recommended with the emphasis on emergency power and proper message handling 
procedures and formats. A Section wide AREC net meets on 3935 Khz. at 8 P.M. local , 
time on Wednesday nights. A liaison station to each district should be present ea) ‘ 
AREC members should be encouraged to monitor this net. 


12. Provisions should be made at the section net level to handle the rush of in~ 
coming health and welfare traffic. This must be held until all outgoing traffic 
is cleared, As the time permits this H & W traffic can be sent through the NCS to 
local units for delivery. In an Emergency the people will probably be located at 
evacuation centers rather than at a home address. The NECS would then be instru- 
mental in delivering this traffic. 


13. The use of the telephone services that exist should be investigated to provide 
phone patches, The patches will be used to arrange reliefs at team locations and 
needs of outlying areas. It is preferable to use stations not capable of mobile 

or portable operation as phone patch stationse. (This depends on the affected area 
of phone outages).

In registering your station facilities and your availability as an operator with 
the Amateur Radio Emergency Corps you are not obligating yourself financially or legally. 
Your registration is simply an indication that youramateur radio facilities and skill are 
presently available to your community and your country if needed, and that to this end you 
are willing to participate in organizational preparedness as part of a local and national 
amateur group. 


The ARRL Emergency Corps, as it was first called, was formed by an announcement 
in September 1935 QST. At first simply a matter of volunteers signing up en masse in the 
Corps without provision for local direction, the AEC quickly attracted considerable favor- 
able attention among amateurs. After its first big test in the 1936 floods membership 
boomed until it was no longer possible to publish the membership list in QST. In 1937, as 
a result of the obvious need for local leadership and group preparedness plans felt in 
several communications emergencies, the new ARRL appointment of Emergency Coordinator was 
created. In 1945, with the post-war reactivation of the ARRL Emergency Corps, a new sec- 
tion-level appointment, that of Section Emergency Coordinator, was created. In 1950 the 
name was changed to the Amateur Hadio Emergency Corps as a better indication of the cover- 
age and intent of the organization. In 1963 AREC was designated as the Emergency Communi- 
cations Division of the Amateur Radio Public Service Corps, to work with the Traffic Divi- 
sion (National Traffic System) to form a nationwide amateur radio public service communica- 
tions facility. 


The AREC represents the combined efforts of many hundreds of amateur groups, each 
under its own Emergency Coordinator. Although it is sponsored by ARRL, League membership 
is not required for registration. All amateurs, regardless of their personal affiliations, 
are urged to support this Emergency Corps of and by amateurs as amateurs for the purpose of 
getting prepared and keeping prepared to provide emergency communication for the public and 
the nation when, as and if needed, in both peace and war. 


Registration in the AREC does not require possession of equipment designed espe- 
cially for emergency use -- nor does possession of such equipment determine whether your 
membership shall be full or limited. A "full" member is an amateur who takes a fully active 
part in local AREC activities; a "limited" member is one who for any reason cannot do so but 
nevertheless is in support of the group and will be available as his personal circumstances 
permit. Thus, there is a provision in the AREC for every amateur licensee. 


Your registration, when turned over to your local EC or SEC, will add your strength 
to the Amateur Service in its endeavor to render a continuous and organized service to the 
.Mation. We urge you to fill out this registration and turn it over to your EC now.
